Neuf apprehended danger, and said that 
“that train was doomed,” and the licuten- 
aut commanding, expressed his opinion to 
that effect; yet he could not violate his 
orders, they were strict and to the point, 
Six days only they were to escort the im- 
migrants. ‘The troeps came a distance of 
110 miles from Fort Neuf, and abandoned 
the immigrants to their fate. The Indians 
were even then at Mand; but let me tell 
the remainder in the language of one of the 
saved: 

“After the soldiers left us, I felt very 
bad as the indications were ominous. 
One lady expressed her belief that she 
would not go much farther. True for 
her she was killed next morning, together 
with her husband and three children. 
This occurred two wecks after the soldiers 
left us. The Indians visited us every day. 
We had four soldiers with us, but they 
were deserters and left us. One of them 
was killed in our presence, and another 
named Suide? took his money and papers, 
and is supposed to have made off with 
his companions, After they had left, the 
Indians made @ rush, and cutting the 
wagon covers, shot their arrows through 
the openings. Several were killed in that 
manner, One boy killed 8 or 10 Indians 
with his rifle, but was himself afterwards 
killed. We had toabandon the wagons, 
and from that time we had no provisions 
for 45 days, until wo were discovered by 
the troops. Four of the party were cap- 
tured by the Indians: three of them were 
girls and one a boy. One of the girls 
was thirteen years old. Ido not know 
whether they are alive or not; they were 
carried to Snake river. We traveled 90 
miles from the place of massacre to where 
we were encamped whea found. We 
were theu subsisting upon a dead body. 
The Indians at that gave os salmoh 
for our clothes. We thought some of 
the Indians engaged in the massacre were 
among them. When we arrived at the 
place ef massacre we found bones hung on 
the trees and written upon them a notice 
to the effect that ‘a train was abead thir- 
teen days; that one of their men had been 
killed that morning, and warned us of
